General Principles of Indexing 


The main emphasis is on the indexing of articles. Each article is to be found under an entry au- 
thor-title, secondary entries on co-authors, and an entry on subject matter. 

The News Section is only indexed on subject. Only those items are indexed which have a close 
link to IFLA activities. Certain categories (“Personal News”, “International Calendar”, “Posi- 
tions Abroad”, etc.) have not been subjected to indexing exercises. From other headings such 
as “Publications of International Relevance”, “Miscellaneous”, “Reports of Meetings”, only in- 
formation of direct relevance to IFLA is retained. 


Order 


There is one alphabetical order for the authors of articles, the names of Divisions, Sections, 
(etc.) of IFLA, the acronyms and the subject-word entries. 

The bodies and programmes which are first and foremost known under their abbreviations (for 
instance, FID, UBC) are arranged according to their acronyms. A cross reference of the English 
form has been made whenever appropriate (for instance: International Federation for Docu- 
mentation see FID). 

The names of Divisions, Sections, Round Tables (etc.) and of the steering bodies of IFLA have 
further evolved between 1975 and 1984. The different forms of these names are respected and 
cross references included whenever necessary: e.g. Theory and Research, Committee on

Library Theory and Research, Section on and vice versa. Nevertheless, when the element of the 
entries remains the same, all references are placed under the most recent name, with a sub-ar- 
rangement indicating the historical evolution of the name: e.g. Libraries for the Blind, Section of

Presentation of the References 


The entries on authors are printed in capital letters. In the case of an article with more than one 
author, only the name of the first author is followed by the title of the article. The other authors 
are mentioned in parentheses after the title of the article. Each co-author has been cross refe- 
renced to the name of the first author:

SONGE, A.H. Joint author, see FANG, J.R. 

The subject entries are in lower case letters.
